Senator Blame's bill for 
subsid- 


izing steamship lines provides that 
the subsidized vessels shall be built 
of American materials, commanded by 
American officers, anif'that two-thirds 
of the crews sball be Americans. But 
why does not the senator, while he is 
about it, insist that all the crew shall 
be Americans? Surely there ought to 
be enough seafaring men in a coun- 
try of fifty millions population and 
having four thousand miles ofseacost, 
to man its own ships; and if the ob- 
ject of the senator's bill is to encour- 
age shipbuilding and develop marine 
pursuits at home, the sailors crews of 
his subsidized vessels should not be 
subjected to a two-thirds rule while 
all the officers on them and all the 
materials in them are required to be 
American. 


The senator's proposition contains a 


great amount of humbug under the 
guise of patriotism. If he had gene 
to Europe in 1800, during the days of 
democratic rule, he could and would 
have gone in a first class American 
steamer, built of American material, 
commanded by American otlicers and 
manned by American crews—and on 
no subsidized yessel at that. If he 
should go to Europe now, he would 
have to go on a foreign-built and for- 
eign-owned steamer, built wholly of 
foreign materials, commanded by for- 
eign officers and manned by foreign 
•allots — and all the vessels lie encoun- 
tered on his way across the ocean, car- 
rying American commerce, would be 
foreign also. So'much for American 
shipping under democratic and under 
republican policy. Having protected 
lome shipbuilding out of existence, 
;he Maine senator's party now pro-

Nails. 


[Iowa State llegister 1 


The art of making cut nails is altogeth- 


er an American discovery. There were 
several patents issued between 1"9."> and 
1810 for making cut nails, but the process 
by which they arc mainly made in Eu- 
rope and America at present was invent- 
ed by Jesse Reed, of Massachusetts, and 
as late as 1810, John 0. Dyer, of Huston, 
went U> London took out a patent in 
England for making cut nails. At that 
time it is said there were uot less than 
60,000 workmen engaged in Birmingham 
in making nails, but soon a few machines 
made more than all of them. Previous 
to the year 1817, there were no nail-cut- 
ting machines west of Ellicott's Mills, a 
few miles west of Baltimore. And as 
they then cost from 25 to 37 cents per 
pound at the factory, and as the freight 
from Baltimore to Cincinnati was then 
about $20 per hundred, some idea of the 
cost of nails in the 5Iis-issippi Valley 
can be imagined. 


The agricultural editor of the "Regis- 


ter"' recollects when shingles were prin- 
cipally fastened on the root's of houses 
with wooden pegs and wrought nails 
made by hand in common blacksmith 
shops. And as late as 1851 the writer 
aided in removing a roof thus fastened 
on. And he remembers the announce- 
ment of the starting of the first nail fac- 
tory at Pittsburg. 
And it was supposed 


then that that city was the extreme 
western limit at «Inch nails could ever 
be made, and a few vcars ago, when it 
was proposed to build a nail factory in 
Chicago,the manufacturers at Pittsburg 
ridiculed such a folly. 
But it succeeded, 


and now Omaha has a factory which is 
successfully competing with the inoro 
eastern factories.

Post Mortem Examination-Coroner's 


Inquest.

<!iiuouijc*d in yesterday morn- 


ings REVIEW Porter Carson 
who 


laid in the calaboose in a senseless 
condition during the day before and 
also through the night up to the time 
of bis death at 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, died at that hour. 


It seems that Carson cime to Dasa- 


tur on Tuesday in company with his 
employer Mr. D. B. Batchelder, of 
Harristown. In the course of Ihe 
aafternoon on Tuesday he went into 
the saloon of D. W. Brenneman in a, 
state of intoxication, where lie h,-d 
some words with seveial differnt per- 
sons , and was finally arrested by Po- 
liceman Johnson, who is doing ser- 
vice in place of Policeman Tucker, 
who is sick. In making the a nest 
Johnson struck Carson three times and 
knocked him down. lie then took 
him to the calaboose where he was 
seized with what seemed to be an 
Apoplectic fit and died as stated above. 
As soon in Ihe forenoon as practicable 
Coroner Diuneen summoned a jury 
of inquest »f the following gentle- 
men: Jacob Willis, foreman, J. G. 
Sliea, Martin 
Forsttuyer, D.IYII] L. 


Hughes, W. L. Hunter and A. L 
Vowell. 
Tlie jury assembled in one 


of the rooms of the calaboose,' in 
which was the body of the dead man, 
and proceeded to the examination <>[ 
witnesses as follows: 


Testimony* bsfoie coroners jury 


summoned to inquue into the dca1;!) of 
Porter Carson, who died in the third 
ward calaboose on Thursday morning, 
Feb.. 10, 1881. Dr. B. F. Sibley being 
duly sworn said: I called on deceased 
about 0 o'clock on Wednesday mom- 
ing. Found him insensible. He h.id 1 
an attack of apoplexy. Called upon 
him several limes dating fie day. He 
gradually grew worse. Do not think 
the attack was caused by any vio- 
lence. I could not discover any thing 
that showed signs of his having been 
hit lately. Deceased was insensible

post mortem upon the body of Porter 
Carson; upon laying open the scalp a 
contusion of blood was lound upon 
the skull on the left hand side of head;

ered a fracture; the fracture seemed 
to have been recently made, and ap- 
peared somewhat spangled like u 
fracture in ice. There was a small 
piece of bone broken loose, aud the 
fiacture extended ibwn from that and 
upward and backward; the point was 
about the ceniorof the left temple. 
The fiactuii! from the lowtr portion 
to the upper portion was about six 
inches; tLe other wing of the fracture 
was about two and a half inches; upon 
removing a portion of ilie skull we 
found 
immediately beneath 
these 


fractures a large quantity of blood 
clot; I should judge from four to live 
ounces; this blood clot was lying in 
contact with the skull but not in con- 
tact with the brain; it had separated 
the dura-mater from the skull, push- 
ing the dura malcr down on the brain; 
the dura-mater was not broken, nor 
the brain was not broken; death was 
produced by the pressure of the blood 
clot on the brain; I think it is proper 
to state that the skull was uncommon- 
ly thin for a matured man; upon ex- 
amination I found a scar, the result 
of a former injury; the ilura maler be- 
tween recent and former injury was 
found to be in a healthy state; the 
scalp was not bioken. -R. L. Walston.
